Book Dispute 
Could End 
Quietly

mid-January in expectation of a 
reasonably quick settlement. 


The parties, ordered to ap- 


pear at a State Supreme Court 
show cause hearing, said the 
arrangement would give them 
sufficient time for more discus- 
sion on passages to be trimmed 
from the 300.000-word text. Both 


sides characterized progress as

NEW YORK—(NEA)—There was a buzz of 


excitement 
at the Chanteclair Restaurant 


here when Rene Dreyfus, the owner, learned 
that Steve McQueen would be a guest for 
lunch. 


"It's wonderful," said Rene. "And would 


you ask Mr. McQueen if he'd bring a photo 
of himself for our wall?" 


McQueen, although a superstar used to

HAVANA (AP)-Fidel Castro 


begins his ninth year in power 
more firmly in command of this 
island nation than ever before. 


His personal popularity may 


have dipped a bit since Jan. 1, 
1959, when the bearded moun* 
tain rebel emerged victorious 
over dictator Fulgencio Batista, 
but he has more than compen- 
sated for it with an iron-grip 
control over what he calls the 
"proletariat masses." 


Castro's Communist dictator- 


ship has already survived long- 
er than Batista's rule. 


Barring .any violent incident, 


political observers here see no 
alternative to Castro commu- 
nism in this restless Caribbean 
island's immediate future. They 
see little basis for persistent 
speculation outside the country 
that the 40-year-old "maximum 
leader's" regime is teetering on 
the edge of disaster. 


There appears to be little 


chance for internal subversion. 
Attack from the outside looks 
unfeasible in this age of push- 
button global warfare. 


And, helping to solidify Cas- 


tro's 
position, 
the country's 


economy seems on the verge of 
better days despite a commer- 
cial shipping blockade, low sug- 
ar prices and the creeping pace 
of industrialization. 


While there is discontent with 


the regime, no organized mili- 
tant resistance against it is evi- 
dent. 


Castro's 
security 
system 


maintains a vise-like control 
over the country's eight million 
inhabitants. It includes nearly 
two million neighborhood in- 
formants, 
hundreds 
of thou- 


sands of militia men and wom- 
en, young Communist and Com- 
munist party members, militant 
women's 
groups, 
state 
em- 


ployes, students, secret police 
and the toughest military organ- 
ization in Latin America. 


This 
apparatus 
is 
reason 


enough for Castro communism's 
expected long life here, but 
ther are others. 


Perhaps the key lies in the 


slow 
but significant forward 


movement of the economy. 


Cuba's chaotic status over the 


past eight years has given Cas- 
tro foes reason to believe that it 
would be the cause of his down- 
fall. Though still alive, those 
expectations are fading with the 
regime's tottery climb out of the 
economic gutter. 


Much of the credit is due to 


the huge injections of money, 
equipment 
and 
technical 
aid 


from the Soviet Union. But Cas- 
tro's determination can't be dis- 
counted. His powers of persua- 
sion are 
the country's main 


driving force. 
New Airport 
to Be Safest 
and Largest

GRAPEVINE, Tex. (AP) - 


The year is 1972, and the jumbo 
jet sweeps low across the met- 
ropolitan maze and drops onto a 
runway 2?/2 -miles long.

cause several forms of typhus. 
The organisms suspected of 
causing 
multiple 
sclerosis, 


Coxiella burnetii, are often 
found in lambs with sway- 
back. 


Although t h e organisms 


have not been found in per- 
sons with multiple sclerosis, 
rickettsial 
antibodies 
have 


been found in the blood of 
such persons, especially those 
who are shepherds, butchers, 
milkmaids and veterinarians. 
Of a seven-man team of scien- 
tists who made a study of 
swaybacked lambs, four devel- 
oped multiple sclerosis. It is 
believed that a reservoir of 
the Coxiellae may be present 
in cows and goats, as well as 
in sheep. 


The cause of multiple scler- 


osis has long been sought 
without success. Let us hope 
that it has now been found 
because the discovery of the 
cause of any disease is an im- 
portant step toward finding a 
cure.

condition that is caused by a 
fungus infection. 
A thickly 


coated tongue may be re- 
ferred to as furred but not 
hairy. This is caused by not 
eating enough coarse food, 
such as toast or raw fruit and 
vegetables. These foods re- 
move the dead cells of the 
tongue's outer layer. 


Q—I have seen ads for elec- 


tric needles for home use to 
remove unwanted hair on the 
face. Can this be done safely 
by an inexperienced person?
